LONDON, Dee, 22—The Daily Chronicle reports the capture 
of Varna, Bulgaria’s chief Black Sea port, by the Russians, 

It says the bombardment of the Russians silenced the Bul 
garian guns and laid the town in ruins, the garrison suffering 
heavily. 

The Russians then, according to the report, landed infantry 
and artillery without loss and in sufficient force to hold the town 
against Bulgarian attack. 

An earlier report from Athens said that sixteen transports 
convoyed by Russian warships had arrived off the Bulgarian 
coast, aud that the ships were bombarding Varna. $
